o'clock this morning on the line between Montdidier and 
the river Oise on a front of approximately 16 miles and 
at 10 a. m. had scored an advance of four miles, accord- 
inj? to news received shortly, after noon today. 


The French line at that hour ran through Faverolles, 


Pierines, Rollot, Cuvilly, Ressons, Stir-Matz and Vigne- 
morit. This line puts Montdidier behind. the French 
line.

.The opinion in London today Was that the enemy 


could not now possibly hold any sort of a line until he 
reached the Somme and the Canal from Nesle to Noyon. 
That would make a maximum retreat of 20 miles. 


Roughly speaking, the allies advance in two days on a 


front of twenty miles has been twelve miles. 


Oh the British front splendid progress is being made 


and the average 12-mile progress forward was an infant- 
ry advance, with the cavalry, tanks and armored cars well 
ahead of the infantry and pressing the retreating enemy/. 


By 9 o'clock this morning Montdidier had been sur- 


rounded. Only a small number of Germans with ma- 
chine guns was then inside the town.

Back 
on the old lines the Germans prob- 
ably would attempt to stay the allied 
on-rush until winter puts an end to 
operations and enables the rehabili- 
tation of their shattered divisions.

Many of these boys will go 


back to school this fall, but a large 
proportion, together with others to 
be enrolled, will be directed into in- 
dustrial work to fill vacancies left 
by men now being drafted for the 
army. These boys are to be organ- 
ized as units in each community, 
serving under an adult training of- 
ticer, taking courses of study in 
night schools or by some other sys- 
tem, living either at home or in 
camps, and wearing the uniform of 
the reserve corps, which will be of 
gray cloth with roll-collar jacket. 


Another feature of the program 


for drawing on the great reservoir of 
youth labor involves the postponing 
of the opening date of school courses 
to about October 15 for the boys now 
at work on farms throughout the 
country. - This - will apply only to 
those boys and not to all pupils. Def- 
inite plans are now being worked out 
through the federal bureau of educa- 
tion. 


Regular ~-ar.niy officers may be as- 


signed to train units of the working1 
reserve and to direct the establish- 
ment of special courses which will3 
prepare the youths for technical ser- 
vice in the army when they reach 
the draft .age. 


Without this plan for a'n industrial 


army of youths hundreds of thou- 
sands of boys would quite school this 
fall and winter, according to W. E. 
Hall, director of the boys' working 
reserve,^ to take big paying jobs as 
helpers in industrial plants, and their 
education, which is considered vitally 
essential to success later as soldiers 
and in civilian life would be cur- 
tailed. 
It was to remedy this pros- 


pective situation, examples of which 
might be taken from the experience 
of England, France and Germany 
that the government now plan's com- 
bining, schooling, military training 
and productive employment of the 
nation's boys. . 


If the draft age minimum is re- 


duced to 19, as is proposed by Sec- 
retary Baker, youths above that age 
would cease to be eligible to mem- 
bership in the working reserve. Con- 
sequently, officials contemplate ex- 
tending the lower ages for accepting 
boys for the work corps from 16, the 
present minimum to 15 or even 14 
years. 


Boys who serve in the working 


camps are to receive medals and ser- 
vice records representing official rec- 
ognition by the United States gov- 
ernment of their value in the war 
emergency.

LABOR TURNOVER. 


One of the greatest difficulties in 


Industrial production is what is call- 
ed "labor turnover." 
This means 


the number of men that have to be 
hired to provide a working force of 
a given size. 
Twenty metal trade 


factories recently reported that to 
,keep an aggregate" force of 44,000 
/'' men working for a year, they have 


to employ 69,000 men. 


That is, 25.000 men were taken 


on, but either were discharged as 
unsatisfactory within the year, OP 
they quit work voluntarily. Conse- 
quently, more than a third of the 
forces 
of 
these 
factories at any 


given time were green hands. As 
such they could not turn out the out' 
put that 
should be secured. 
This 


condition exists in a great many 
factories, on farms employing labor, 
and in all our industrial life. 
It 


restricts production and makes it 
more costly. 


A factory, farm 
or store is best 


operated when it retains about the 


new fighting records, all include 
.thousands of boy soldiers, often well 
vgrown lads under eighteen who are 
not strictly 
truthful 
about 
their 


years. No congressman has sought 
to prevent the volunteering of re- 
cruits under age, though the objec- 
tion that they are not yet voters 
would equally apply. 


The economic reasons for includ- 


ing young men in the draft are over- 
whelming- They have commonly no 
dependents, nor have they yet made 
themselves indisnensable in indus- 
tries. Their health is vigorous, their 
strength waits only exercise to de- 
velop. 
Should argument fail, stern fact 


•will end the controversy. 
The na- 


tion needs men; the ages above thir- 
ty-five will 
furnish 
comparatively 


few in Class 1. 
No true selective 


draft will seek soldiers among fath- 
ers of families, men of lessened phy- 
sical strength, men necessary in war 
industries. The young men will fin- 
allv be called upon, because they 
must be. Why delay the inevitable 
decision when delay serves only the 
enemy?

VON HUTIER'S ARMY 


MAY BE CAUGHT IN 


TRAP SET BY FOCH 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS TELESRAMl 


Paris, Aug. 10.—Anglo-French 


troops continue in the ascendency 
according to the latest reports from 
the fighting front in Picardy. 


The line as market out in" the of- 


ficial statements is that which is held 
solidly by infantry, cavalry skirmish- 
es being well in advance of it and 
preparing the way for further pro- 
gress. 


The Germans are relying on ma- 


chine guns to stem the allied tide, 
not wishing to risk their artillery 
which is bound to be captured under 
even the slightest mischance 
The 


enemy is defending himself with des- 
perate courage wherever the posi- 
tion affords means and the officers 
are shooting down any soldier who 
shows symptoms of quitting. 


The -enemy is fighting against time 


•—time for the German command to 
try to readjust itself and to limit the 
consequences of the blow devised by 
the genius of Marshal Foch. At this 
stage of the batle, 
military obser- 


vers here say the problem facing the 
rival commanders is easily defined 
That Marshal Foch struck skillfully 
at the point where the army group 
of Crown Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia ,and the German crown prince 
join, obliging the enemy to hurriedly 
reorganize the higher command and 
to place the armies of Generals von 
Der Marwitz and von Hutier under 
one chief. This operation has. tem- 
porarily thrown the 
Germans pff 


their balance, and is it their object 
now to regain it. The task of the 
allies is to throw the Germans still 
further off their balance. 


That there must be a change in the 


German positions generally between 
the Somme and the Oise is evident 
if the German second arfy and part 
of the 18th are beaten. A great part 
of tbe position of the 18th army, 
which is commando dby von Hutier, 
every moment becomes fore danger- 
ous. 
It is deplored from Montdidier 


to the Oise. The country behind it 
is hilly and wooded, lacking in roads 
and altogether unfavorable for the 
withdrwal of masses of men and ma- 
terial. 


In a retreat, von Hutier would be 


obliged to use three high roads and 
two railroads which converge on 
Roye like the spokes of a wheel. 
Beyond that town a retreat would be 
dependent on the two roads toward 
Ham and the Somme—one direct and 
the other by way of Ncsle. 


From these geographical details it 


will be seen that von Hutier in a re- 
treat would be forced to squeeze his 
heavy artillery and convoys through 
Roye.

Most people who drive an automo- 


bile do not realize the tremendous 
power of the mechanism, 
nor

damage that it can do if not correct- 
ly controlled. But the garages that 
handle automobile wrecks often see 
things that the general public might 
well know. 


There is a tendency among news- 


paper reporters, in cases where a 
bad accident results from careless- 
ness, to gloss over the affair. They 
have some feeling for the relatives 
of a dead man, and do not like al- 
ways to reveal the whole story of 
his folly. 
While 
this 
attitude is 


creditable to a reporter's sympath- 
ies, yet it would be for the public 
advantage to know why these things 
happen. 


A high speeding car is easily de- 


tlected by faults in the road so that 
it will leave the travelled way. A 
friend 
tells us of a ca^e where a 


car thus sideswiped an obstruction 
several 
feet 
outside the travelled 


road on one side. 
The wheel was 


wrenched from the driver's hands, 
the car crossed the road obliquely, 
climbed a bank a yard high, turned 
turtle, and pinned the driver under- 
neath. 
When help arrived, the vic- 


tim was piteously calling for assist- 
ance and died within an hour. 


The 
energy 
in a big 
car is 


enough to turn the wheels of a good 
sized factory. 
The driver does not 


realize the havoc it can create, or 
the dangerous positions it can get 
into, if it strikes another car 
or 


leaves the travelled way. It would 
do many people good to be present 
at one of these wrecks, and hear the 
piteous wails of a victim calling for 
help. 


As automobile travel 
increases, 


the sight of wrecks along the way- 
becomes more common, and should 
be a warning against reckless driv- 
ing to all who pass and

LABOR TURNOVER. 


One of the greatest difficulties in 


industrial production is what is call- 
ed "labor turnover." 
This means 


the number of men that have to be 
hired to provide a working force of 
a given size. 
Twenty metal trade 


factories recently reported that to 
keep an aggregate force of 44,000 
men working for a year, they have 
to employ 69,000 men. 


That is. 25,000 men were taken 


on, but either were discharged as 
unsatisfactory within the year, or 
they quit work voluntarily. 
Conse^ 


quently, more than a third of the 
forces 
of 
these 
factories at any 


given time were green hands. As 
such they could not turn out the out- 
put that 
should be secured. 
This 


condition exists in a great many 
factories, on farms employing labor, 
and in all our industrial life. 
It 


restricts production and makes it 
more costly. 


A factory, farm 
or store is best 


operated when it retains about the 
same working force year after year. 
The manager who gets irritated at 
the stupidity of a learner and sum- 
marily discharges him. often has to 
put up with some one less hopeful. 
U takes patience to develop a per- 
manent workidg force, and the em- 
ployers need, to study how to arouse 
i»«: loyalty. 


The community should encourage 


ambitious young folks to do the best 
they can for themselves. It will say 
godspeed to those who leave to 
s^rve the 
government. 
But mere 


aimless roving should be discourag- 
ed. 
The drifter gives up valuable 


experience that is his capital ev^ry 
time he moves.

Women In Britain Cut Logs. 


A quarter of a million women In 


England are now working more or 
less regularly on the hind, says the 
London Observer. The great major- 
ity are village women who go out 
from their cottages and work for the 
farmers. Seven thousand are In the 
new Land army, which employs wom- 
en who are recruited for a certain 
term and sends them wherever they 
are required. 
. 
. 


The women in the Land army en- 


list either for twelve or six months. 
In case of twelve months they receive 
two complete outfits free, consisting 
of a dress, corduroy breeches, strong 
boots, leggings, overalls and hat. 
They also get for the year one Jer- 
sey and one mackintosh. 
They are 


given four or six weeks' free In- 
struction at a training center. Their 
pay on the farm ranges from $2 to 
$5 a week. 


For a girl jwho Joins the army 


for six months- there Is no training. 
She goes straight away to the land 
and begins on the work requiring 
less skill. 
Services of women en- 


rolled In the Land army are avail- 
able for timber .cutting and hay bal- 
ing. 


In Sending Prune Trees to Devastated 


Country, California la Repaying 


an Obligation. 


California Is generously sending a 


million and a half two-year-old prune 
trees to help In restoring the French 
orchards, and enough seed beans to 
plant 60,000 acres. Canada Is under- 
taking the planting of .thousands of 
Canadian maples In France. It Is 
pleasant also to know that there Is to 
be no tack of outside help for the dev- 
astated towns, observes Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, hi stating these facts. 
English and American architects are 
at work on plans for new buildings to 
replace those razed by the guns, both 
in Belgium and In France. 


The Indianapolis News sees senti- 


ment In the prune tree transaction. It 
says: "These trees are expected to con- 
vert 15,000 acres into bearing orchards 
In two years. It was France which, In 
1856, gave to California her first 
prune trees. The prune, which since 
then has filled many a gap on the table 
of the American boarding houses, and 
has borne the brunt of many a Jest, 
keeps' right on proving Its worth."

men then fighting for the deliverance 
of the Holy City from the Turk.
